OEO agreed, but only after the 
community development corpo­ 
ration agreed to retain a profes­ 
sional management consulting 
firm acceptable to OEO,

Now, OEO says Crawfordville 
Enterprises 
is

—they can b e stored efficiently.

Warm, an insurance man and a 
memb er of the container com­ 
mittee of the American Institute 
of Marine Underwriters. All Is

WASHINGTON (AIM — Low- 
er-than-cx pectcd

That 
would b e a $400*million reduc­ 
tion from Uie estimate of $6.3 
b illion made last April. Last 
year Uic surplus was $3.1 b il­ 
lion.
